Our 
work must not end until Jesus steps out of the 
Sanetuary above and human probation is fin¬ 
ished. 

And this life, properly entered into, should 
lead us into the eountry. That is God’s appointed 


plaee to live in this degenerate age. It is too late 
for eity or suburban living. “Come out of her, my 
people, that ye be not partakers other sins, and 
that ye reeeive not of her plagues” (Rev 18:4). 
God’s plan for your life is abundantly worth hav¬ 
ing. And you will find it outlined in Seripture— 
in the Bible and the Spirit of Propheey. 

Come, view again the life of him who is our 
example today,—the one who lived and walked 
and worked with God in an evil and eorrupt time, 
the one who lived at the end of his time and 
warned the world on the verge of destruetion, 
the one who was translated to heaven without 
seeing death and without having been over¬ 
whelmed by that destruetion.

Chapter 1 

The Example of Enoch 


“The experience of Enoch and of John the 
Baptist represents what oiu's should be. Far more 
than we do, we need to study the lives of these 
men—he who was translated to heaven without 
seeing death; and he who, before Christ’s first 
advent, was called to prepare the way of the Lord,

Chapter 2 

The rbmi^ of Enoch

The infinite un¬ 
fathomable love of God through Christ beeame 
the subjeet of his mediations day and night; and 
with all the fervor of his soul he sought to reveal 
that love to the people among whom he dwelt.”—

God thus taught His 
servant that divine power and graee alone eould 
give him the blessing he eraved. Thus it will be 
with those who live in the last days. As dangers 
siwroimd them, and despair seizes upon the soul, 
they must depend solely upon the merits of the 
atonement. We ean do nothing of ourselves. In 
all our helpless unworthiness we must trust in 
the merits of the erueified and risen Saviour. 
None will ever perish while they do this. The long, 
blaek eatalogue of our delinqueneies is before 
the eye of the Infinite. The register is eomplete; 
none of our offenses are forgotten. But He who 
listened to the eries of His servants of old, will 
hear the prayer of faith and pardon our trans¬ 
gressions. He has promised, and He will fulfill 
His word. 

“Jaeob prevailed beeause he was persever¬ 
ing and determined. His experienee testifies to 
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the power of importune prayer. It is now that we 
are to learn this lesson of prevailing prayer, of 
unyielding faith. The greatest vietories to the 
ehureh of Christ or to the individual Christian 
are not those that are gained by talent or eduea- 
tion, by wealth or the favor of men. They are those 
vietories that are gained in the audienee eham- 
ber with God, when earnest, agonizing faith lays 
hold upon the mighty arm of power.” —Patriarchs 
and Prophets, p. 203:0-1. 

“You need not go to the end of the earth for 
wisdom, for God is near . . He longs to have you 
reaeh after Him by faith. He longs to have you 
expeet great things from Him. He longs to give 
you understanding in temporal as well as in 
spiritual matters. He ean sharpen the intelleet. 
He ean give taet and skill.” — Christ’s Object les¬ 
sons, p. 146:4. 

“To every one who eonstantly yields his will 
to the will of the Infinite, to be led and taught of 
God, there is promised an ever-inereasing de¬ 
velopment of spiritual things. God fixes no limit 
to those who are ‘filled with the knowledge of 
His will and in all wisdom and spiritual under¬ 
standing.’ ” — Review, October 4, 1906, para. 
6 . 

“Sometimes the Lord makes His path to the 
soul by a proeess painful to humanity. He is eom- 
pelled to fortify the soul against self-esteem and 
self-dependenee, in order that the worker shall 
not regard the fallings and infirmities of his un- 
sanetified nature as virtues, and thus be ruined 
by self-exaltation. 

“If those who elalm to beheve the grand truths 
for this time would prepare themselves by seareh- 
ing the Seriptures, by earnest prayer and by the 
exereise of faith, they would plaee themselves 
where they would reeeive the light they so mueh 
erave . . The eloquenee of silenee before God is 
often essential. If the mind is kept in eontinual 
exeitement, the ear is prevented from hearing the 
truth that the Lord would eommunieate to His 
believing ones. Christ takes His ehildren from 
that whieh holds their attention, that they may 
behold His glory.” —Our High Calling, p. 315:4- 
5. 

“We will not be able to meet the trials of this 
time without God. We are not to have the eour- 
age and fortitude of martyrs of old until brought 
into the position they were in . . We are to reeeive 
daily supplies of graee for eaeh daily emergeney. 
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Thus we grow in grace and in the knowledge of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, and if persecution comes 
upon us, if we must be enclosed in prison walls 
for the faith of Jesus and the keeping of God’s 
holy law, ‘As thy days, so shall thy strength be’ 

.. The promise of God is sure, that strength shall 
be proportioned to our day.”— Manuscript 22, 
1889. 

“The grace of Christ we cannot do without. 
We must have help from above if we resist the 
manifold temptations of Satan, and escape his 
devices . . Many need to learn how to pray . . 
When we in humility tell the Lord our wants, the 
Spirit itself makes intercession for us; as our 
sense of need causes us to lay bare our souls 
before the all-searching eye of Omnipotence, our 
earnest, fervent prayers enter within the veil, our 
faith claims the promises of God, and help comes 
to us . . We must have the help which God alone 
can give, and that help will not come unasked 
. . Earnest, sincere prayer would bring strength 
and grace to resist the powers of darkness. God 
wants to bless .. But many do not feel their need. 
They do not realize that they can do nothing 
without the help of Jesus. I have been shown 
angels of God all ready to impart grace and power 
to those who feel their need of divine strength . . 
They have waited for the cry of souls hungering 
and thirsting for the blessing of God; often have 
they waited in vain. There were, indeed, casual 
prayers, but not the earnest supplication from 
humble, contrite hearts . . Those who would re¬ 
ceive the blessing of the Lord, must themselves 
prepare the way, by confession of sin, by humili¬ 
ation before God, with true penitence, and with 
faith in the merits of the blood of Christ.”— 
Manuscript 39, 1893. 

“The Life of the soul depends upon habitual 
communion with God. Its wants are made 
known, and the heart is open to receive fresh 
blessings. Gratitude flows from unfeigned lips; 
and the refreshing that is received from Jesus is 
manifested in words, in deeds of active benevo¬ 
lence, and in public devotion. There is love to 
Jesus in the heart; and where love exists, it will 
not be repressed, but will express itself. Secret 
prayer sustains this inner life. The heart that 
loves God will desire to commune with Him, and 
will lean on Him in holy confidence.”— Review, 
April 22, 1884, para. 3. 

“Seek God with all the heart. People put soul 


and earnestness into everything they undertake 
in temporal things, imtil their efforts are crowned 
with success. With intense earnestness learn the 
trade of seeking the rich blessings that God has 
promised, and with persevering, determined ef¬ 
fort you shall have His light and His truth and 
His rich grace .”—Manuscript 39, 1893. 

“In sincerity, in soul hunger, cry after God. 
Wrestle with the heavenly agencies until you have 
the victory. Put your whole being into the Lord’s 
hands, soul, body, and spirit, and resolve to be 
His loving, consecrated agency, moved by His will, 
controlled by His mind, infused with His 
spirit .”—Sons and Daughters of God, p. 105:5. 

“If compelled to be in the society of those who 
are evil, you are not compelled to enter into or 
engage in their evil. You can, by prayer and watch¬ 
ing, remain unsullied by the evil manifested 
about you .”—Letter 16, 1867. 

“ ‘Commit thy way unto the Lord, trust also 
in Him, and He shall bring it to pass . . He shall 
bring forth thy righteousness as the light, and 
thy judgment as the noonday.’ Psalm 37:5-6. 

“ ‘The Lord also will be a refuge for the op¬ 
pressed, a refuge in times of trouble. And they 
that know Thy name will put their trust in Thee; 
for Thou, Lord, has not forsaken them that seek 
Thee.’ Psalm 9:9-10. 

“The compassion that God manifests toward 
us. He bids us manifest toward others. Let the 
impulsive, the self-sufficient, the revengeful, be¬ 
hold the meek and lowly One, led as a lamb to 
the slaughter, unretaliating as a sheep dumb 
before her sheerers. Let them look upon Him 
whom our sins have pierced and our sorrows 
burdened, and they will learn to endure, to for¬ 
bear, and to forgive. 

“Through faith in Christ, every deficiency of 
character may be supplied, every defilement 
cleansed, every fault corrected, every excellence 
developed. 

“ ‘Ye are complete in Him.’—Colossians 2:10 

“Prayer and faith are closely allied, and they 
need to be studied together. In the prayer of faith 
there is a divine science; it is a science that ev¬ 
ery one who would make his life work a success 
must understand. Christ says, [1] ‘What things 
soever ye [2] desire, when ye [3] pray, [4] believe 
that ye receive them, and [5] ye shall have them.’ 
Mark 11:24. He makes plain that [1] our ask¬ 
ing must be according to God’s will; [2] we must 
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ask for things that He has promised, and [3] 
whatever we reeeive must be used in doing His 
will. The eonditions met, the promise is un- 
equivoeal. 

“For the [1] pardon of sin, for the [2] Holy 
Spirit, for a [3] Christlike temper, for [4] wis¬ 
dom and strength to do His work, for [5] any gift 
He has promised, we may [ 1 ] ask; then we are 
to [2] believe that we reeeive, and [3] return 
thanks to God that we have reeeived. 

“We [4] need look for no outward evidenee 
of the blessing. The gift is in the promise, and 
[5] we may go about our work assured [6] that 
what God has promised He is able to preform, 
and [7] that the gift, whieh we already possess, 
[8] will be realized when we need it most. 

“To live thus by the Word of God means the 
surrender to Him of the whole life. There will be 
felt a eontinual sense of need and dependenee, 
a drawing out of the heart after God. Prayer is a 
neeessity; for it is the life of the soul. Family 
prayer, publie prayer, have their plaee; but it is 
seeret eommunion with God that sustains the 
soul life. 

“It was in the mount with God that Moses 
beheld the pattern of that wonderful building 
whieh was to be the abiding plaee of His glory. It 
is in the mount with God,—in the seeret plaee of 
eommunion,—that we are to eontemplate His 
glorious ideal for humanity. Thus we shall be 
enabled so to fashion our eharaeter building that 
to us may be fulfilled His promise, ‘1 will dwell in 
them, and walk in them; and 1 will be their God, 
and they shall be My people.’ 

“It was in the hours of solitary prayer that 
Jesus in His earth life reeeived wisdom and 
power. Let the youth follow His example in find¬ 
ing at dawn and twilight a quiet season for eom¬ 
munion with their Father in heaven.”— Educa¬ 
tion, pp. 357:2-359:1. 

“There are preeious promises in the Serip- 
tures to those who wait upon the Lord. We all 
desire an immediate answer to our prayers, and 
we are tempted to beeome diseouraged if our 
prayer is not immediately answered. Now my ex¬ 
perience has taught me that this is a great mis¬ 
take. The delay is for our speeial benefit. Our 
faith has a ehanee to be tested to see whether it 
is true, sineere, or ehangeable like the waves of 
the sea. We must bind ourselves upon the altar 
with the strong eords of faith and love, and let 
patienee have her perfeet work. Faith strength- 
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ens through eontinual exereise .”—Letter 37, 
1892. 

“We must pray more and in faith. We must 
not pray and then run away as though afraid we 
should reeeive an answer. God will not moek 
us.—He will answer if we wateh unto prayer, if 
we believe we reeeive the things we ask for, and 
keep believing and never lose patienee in believ¬ 
ing. This is watehing unto prayer. We guard the 
prayer of faith with expeetaney and hope. We 
must wall it in with assuranee and be not faith¬ 
less, but believing. The fervent prayer of the righ¬ 
teous is never lost. The answer may not eome 
aeeording as we expeeted, but it will eome be- 
eause God’s word is pledged .”—Letter 26, 1880. 

“Prayer is the breath of the soul, the ehannel 
of all blessings. As, with a reahzation of the needs 
of humanity, with a feeling of self-loathing, the 
repentant soul offers its prayer, God sees its 
struggles, watehes its eonfliets, and marks its 
sineerity. He has His finger upon its pulse, and 
He takes note of every throb. Not a feeling thrills 
it, not an emotion agitates it, not a sorrow shades 
it, not a sin stains it, not a thought or purpose 
moves it, of whieh he is not eognizant. That soul 
was purehased at an infinite eost, and is loved 
with a devotion that is unalterable . . 

“The Christian is given the invitation to earry 
his burdens to God in prayer, and to fasten him¬ 
self elosely to Christ by the eords of living faith. 
The Lord authorizes us to pray, deelaring that 
He will hear the prayers of those who trust in 
His infinite power. He will be honored by those 
who draw nigh to Him, who faithfully do His ser- 
viee. ‘Thou wilt keep him in perfeet peaee, whose 
mind is stayed on Thee, beeause he trusteth in 
thee’ (Isaiah 26:3). The arm of Omnipotenee is 
outstretehed to guide us and lead us onward 
and still onward. Go forward, the Lord says, 1 
understand the ease, and 1 will send you help. 
Continue to pray. Have faith in Me. It is for My 
name’s glory that you ask, and you shall reeeive. 
1 will be honored before those who are watehing 
eritieally for your failure. They shall see the truth 
triumph gloriously. ‘All things, whatsoever ye ask 
in prayer, believing, ye shall reeeive.’ ”— Review, 
October 30, 1900, para 1, 6. 

“Enoeh faithfully rehearsed to the people all 
that had been revealed to him by the Spirit of 
Propheey Some believed his words, and turned 
from their wiekedness to fear and worship God. 
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Such often sought Enoch in his places of retreat, 
and he instructed them, and prayed for them 
that God would give them a knowledge of His 
will. He finally chose certain periods for retire¬ 
ment, and would not suffer the people to find 
him, for they interrupted his holy meditations 
and communion with God. He did not exclude 
himself at all times from the society of those who 
loved him and listened to his words of wisdom; 
neither did he separate himself wholly from the 
corrupt. He met with the righteous and wicked 
at stated times, and labored to turn the ungodly 
from their evil course, and instructed them in 
the fear of God, while he taught those who had 
the knowledge of God to serve Him more per¬ 
fectly. He would remain with them as long as he 
could benefit them by his godly conversation and 
holy example, and then would withdraw him¬ 
self for a season from all society—from the Just, 
the scoffing idolatrous, to remain in solitude, 
hungering and thirsting for communion with 
God, and that divine knowledge which He alone 
could give him.”— Signs, February 20, 1879, 
para. 6. 

“[Enoch] was ever under the influence of 
Jesus. He reflected Christ’s character, exhibit¬ 
ing the same qualities in goodness, mercy, ten¬ 
der compassion, sympathy, forbearance, meek¬ 
ness, humility, and love. His association with 
Christ day by day transformed him to the image 
of Him with whom he was so intimately con¬ 
nected.” —Reflecting Christ, p. 20:5. 

“By beholding, man can but admire and be¬ 
come more attracted to Him, more charmed and 
more desirous to be like Jesus until he assimi¬ 
lates to His image and has the mind of Christ. 
Like Enoch he walks with God. His mind is full 
of thoughts of Jesus. He is his best Friend.”— 
Selected Messages, Book 3, p. 169:3-170:0. 

“Communing thus with God, Enoch came 
more and more to reflect the divine image. His 
face was radiant with a holy light, even the light 
that shineth in the face of Jesus. As he came 
forth from these divine communings, even the 
ungodly beheld with awe the impress of heaven 
upon his countenance.”— Gospel Workers, 1915, 
p. 52:2. 

“He who is a citizen of the heavenly kingdom 
will be constantly looking at things not seen. The 
power of earth over the mind and character is 
broken. He has the abiding presence of the heav¬ 


enly Guest, in accordance with the promise, ‘1 
will love him, and will manifest myself to him’ 
(John 14:21). He walks with God as did Enoch, 
in constant communion.” —In Heavenly Places, 
p. 85:1. 

“Many fall of imitating our holy Pattern be¬ 
cause they study so little the definite features of 
that character. So many are full of busy plans, 
always active; and there is no time or place for 
the precious Jesus to be a close, dear compan¬ 
ion. They do not refer every thought and action 
to Him, inquiring: ‘Is this the way of the Lord?’ If 
they did they would walk with God, as did 
Enoch.” —Testimonies for the Church, Volume 
Six, p. 393:4. 

“Enoch walked with the unseen God. In the 
busiest places of the earth, his Companion was 
with him. Let all who are keeping the truth in 
simplicity and love, bear this in mind. The men 
who have the most to do have the greatest need 
of keeping God ever before them. When the 
tempter presses his suggestions upon their 
mind, they may, if they cherish a ‘Thus salth the 
Lord,’ be drawn into the secret pavilion of the 
Most High. His promises will be their safeguard. 
Amid all the confusion and rush of business, they 
will find a quiet resting place.”— This day with 
God, p. 232:3. 

“If thoughts of Christ, His work and charac¬ 
ter, are cherished, you will be led to sink deep 
the shaft of truth, and you will be enabled to 
come into possession of precious jewels of truth. 
Through an appreciation of the character of 
Christ, through communion with God, sin will 
become hateful to you. As you meditate upon 
heavenly things, and walk with God, as did 
Enoch, you will lay aside every weight and sin 
that doth so easily beset, and will run with pa¬ 
tience the race set before you . . Our building 
must be founded upon the Rock Christ Jesus 
or it will not stand the test of the tempest. (Signs, 
Dec. 1, 1890). Enoch ‘walked with God’; but 
how did he gain this sweet intimacy? It was by 
having thoughts of God continually before him. 
As he went out and as he came in, his medita¬ 
tions were upon the goodness, the perfection, 
and the loveliness of the divine character. And 
as he was thus engaged, he became changed in 
the glorious image of his Lord; for it is by be¬ 
holding that we become changed (Signs, August 
18, 1887)."—Lift Him up, p. 265:6. 
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“Ministers should be instant in prayer; they 
should walk with God in spirit, as Enoeh did of 
old. The divine light shining upon their eounte- 
nanee, and shown in their words, will illuminate 
the truths uttered by them, and the treasures of 
infinite merey, and the Redeemer’s boundless 
love, will be the theme of their hearts. The fervor 
and earnestness whieh eharaeterized the work 
of Christ should also distinguish the efforts of 
His ministers. Their hearts should be subdued 
and filled with the Saviour’s love, if they would 
break down the prejudiee and melt the eoldness 
of those who listen to their words. Converts sel¬ 
dom rise at onee in spirituality above the level of 
their teaehers. How important, then, that those 
teaehers should habitually put their trust in God, 
and seek for the manifestations of His divine 
power upon their labors; that they should be 
meek, spiritual minded, and in eonstant eom- 
munion with Heaven. Then those who are eon- 
verted under their labors will partake of their 
spirit, and emulate their graees.”— Review and 
Herald, August 8, 1878, para. 10. 

“Do not take your eyes off Jesus. Let the 
prayer go forth from unfeigned lips that we may 
not trust in our finite, human wisdom, but that 
our thoughts may be brought into subjeetion to 
Christ, our eharaeters be molded after the mind 
of Christ. Why should we not walk with God, as 
did Enoeh? Why should we not have the trans¬ 
forming graee of Christ daily? Has He not prom¬ 
ised to us great and preeious things? Who ean 
find words to explain the rieh promises of God? 
‘Behold,’ said John, ‘what manner of love the 
Father hath bestowed upon us, that we should 
be ealled the sons of God; therefore the world 
knoweth us not, beeause it knew Him not.’ ’’— 
Review and Herald, January 31, 1893, para. 
8 . 

“As Enoeh of old, ministers should walk with 
God. The Redeemer’s boundless love should be 
the theme of their eonversation. The earnestness 
and unselfishness that marked the work of 
Christ should eharaeterize their efforts. If they 
would remove prejudiee from the minds of those 
who listen to their words, their hearts must be 
filled with the Saviour’s love. Converts to the 
truth seldom rise in spirituality above the level 
of their teaehers. How important, then, that those 
who teaeh the Word of God should be spiritual- 
minded men, who are in eonstant eommunion 
with heaven.” —Review and Herald, March 24, 


1903, para. 5. 

“Christ therefore is a personal Saviour. We 
bear about in our body the dying of the Lord 
Jesus, whieh is life and salvation and righteous¬ 
ness to us. Wherever we go, we bear the abiding 
presenee of One so dear to us; for we abide in 
Christ by a living faith. He is abiding in our hearts 
by our individual, appropriating faith. We have 
the eompanionship of the divine Jesus, and as 
we realize His presenee, our thoughts are 
brought into eaptivity to Him. Our experienee in 
divine things will be in proportion to the vivid¬ 
ness of our sense of His eompanionship. Enoeh 
walked with God in this way; and Christ dwells 
in our hearts by faith when we appreeiate what 
He is to us, and what a work He has wrought 
out for us in the plan of redemption. Then we 
shall be most happy in eultivating a sense of this 
great Gift of God to our world, and to us person¬ 
ally.”— Signs, September 3, 1896, para. 4. 

“The soul that eonverses with God through 
the Seriptures, who prays for light and opens 
the door of his heart to the Saviour, will not have 
evil imaginings, worldly seheming, or ambitious 
lust after honor or distinetion in any line. He who 
seeks for the truth as for hidden treasure will 
find it in God’s means of eommunieation with 
man. His Word. David says, ‘The entranee of Thy 
words giveth light; it giveth understanding unto 
the simple.’ This does not mean those who are 
weak in intelleet, but those who, whatever their 
position, have a true sense of their need of eon- 
versing with God as did Enoeh. The Word of God 
will ennoble the mind and sanetify the human 
agent, enabling him to beeome a eo-worker with 
divine ageneies. The elevated standard of God’s 
holy law will mean very mueh to him, as a stan¬ 
dard of all his life praetiee. It will mean holiness, 
whieh is wholeness to God. As the human agent 
presses forward in the path east up for the ran¬ 
somed of the Lord to walk in, as he reeeives 
Jesus Christ as his personal Saviour, he will feed 
on the bread of life. The Word is spirit and life, 
and if it is brought into the daily praetiee it will 
ennoble the whole nature of man. There will be 
opened to his soul sueh a view of the Saviour’s 
love as portrayed by the pen of Inspiration that 
his heart will be melted into tenderness and eon- 
trition.” —Medical Ministry, p. 124:1. 

“It was through eonstant eonfliet and simple 
faith that Enoeh walked with God. He realized 
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that God is ‘a very present help in trouble.’ When 
in perplexity, he prayed to God to keep him, and 
teaeh him His will. What shall 1 do to honor Thee, 
my God? was his prayer. His will was submerged 
in God’s will. His feet were always direeted in 
the path of obedienee to God’s eommandments. 
Constantly his meditations were upon the good¬ 
ness, the perfeetion, the loveliness, of the divine 


eharaeter. His eonversation was upon heavenly 
things; he trained his mind to run in this ehan- 
nel. As he looked to Jesus, he beeame ehanged 
into the glorious image of his Lord, and his eoun- 
tenanee was lighted up with the glory that shines 
from the faee of Christ.”— Signs, October 12, 
1904, para. 3. 


Qiapter 6 

The Fhith of Enoch 


“Thus you will obtain a most valuable expe- 
rienee. As you follow on to know the Lord, you 
will know that His goings forth are prepared as 
the morning. And when you reeeive help and 
eomfort, sing to the praise of God. Talk with God. 
Thus you will beeome a friend of God. You will 
rely on Him. You will obtain a faith that will trust 
whether you feel like trusting or not. Remember 
that feeling is not an evidenee that you are a 
Christian. Implieit faith in God shows that you 
are His ehild. Trust in God. He will never disap¬ 
point you. He says, ‘1 will not leave you eomfort- 
less; 1 will eome to you. Yet a little while, and the 
world seeth Me no more; but ye see Me; beeause 
1 live, ye shall live also.’ We do not see Christ in 
person. It is by faith that we behold Him. Our 
faith grasps His promises. Thus it was that 
Enoeh walked with God.” —Gospel Herald, 
March 1, 1901, para. 14. 

“It was through eonstant eonfliet and simple 
faith that Enoeh walked with God. We may all 
do the same. We may be thoroughly eonverted 
and transformed, and be indeed ehildren of God, 
not only enjoying His favor, but by our example, 
leading others in the path of humble obedienee 
and eonseeration. Real godliness is diffusive and 
eommunieative. The psalmist says; ‘1 have not 
hid thy righteousness within my heart. 1 have 
deelared thy faithfulness and thy salvation. 1 have 
not eoneealed thy loving kindness and the truth 
from the eongregation.’ This eourse is just the 
opposite of that pursued by the blind Pharisees, 
to whom Jesus said, ‘Thy sin remaineth.’ ”— 


Signs, June 23, 1887, para. 13. 

“As we strive to represent Christ to the world, 
we must exereise faith in Him. He says, ‘Aeeord- 
ing to your faith be it unto you.’ It was by faith 
that Enoeh walked with God. Do not ask others 
to exereise faith for you. You are yourself to ob¬ 
tain a daily experienee in the things of God. You 
are yourself to realize the truth of the words, ‘All 
things are possible to him that believeth.’ ”— 
Signs, June 19, 1901, para 9. 

“He who is mighty in eounsel, to whom all 
power in heaven and earth has been given, will 
eome to the help of those who trust in Him. In 
the Seriptures we read that in eertain plaees 
Christ eould not do many mighty works, beeause 
of the unbelief existing there. It is of great impor- 
tanee that we have a faith that will not wait for 
the evidenee of sight before it ventures to ad- 
vanee. ‘Through faith we understand that the 
worlds were framed by the word of God, so that 
things whieh are seen were not made of things 
whieh do appear. By faith Abel offered unto God 
a more exeellent saerifiee than Cain, by whieh 
he obtained witness that he was righteous, God 
testifying of his gifts; and by it he being dead yet 
speaketh. By faith Enoeh was translated that 
he should not see death; and was not found, 
beeause God had translated him; for before his 
translation he had this testimony, that he pleased 
God. But without faith it is impossible to please 
Him; for he that eometh to God must believe that 
he is, and that he is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek Him.’ ”— Youth’s Instructor, Janu- 
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ary 10, 1901, para. 11. 


Chapter 7 

The Trust of Enoch 


“He [Enoch] was of one mind with God . . If 
we are of one mind with God, our will be swal¬ 
lowed up in God’s will, and we shall follow wher¬ 
ever God leads the way.

The Obedience of Enoch 


“Let us realize the weakness of humanity, and 
see where man fails in his self-suffieieney. We 
shall then be filled with a desire to be Just what 
God desires us to be,—pure, noble, sanetified. 
We shall hunger and thirst after the righteous¬ 
ness of Christ. To be like God will be the one 
desire of the soul. 

“This is the desire that filled Enoeh’s heart. 
And we read that he walked with God. He stud¬ 
ied the eharaeter of God to a purpose. He did 
not mark out his own eourse, or set up his own 
will, as if he thought himself fully qualified to 
manage matters. He strove to eonform himself 
to the divine likeness.”— Letter 169, 1903. 

“We are to obey the laws of His kingdom, 
making ourselves all that it is possible for us to 
be. Earnestly we are to eultivate the highest pow¬ 
ers of our being, remembering that we are God’s 
property, God’s building. We are required to im¬ 
prove every day. Even in this world of sin and 
sorrow, we may by earnest, persevering effort, 
rise to the highest spiritual effieieney . . We are 
to please God. This we may do; for Enoeh 
pleased God, though living in a degenerate age. 
And there are Enoehs in this our day.” —Sons 
and Daughters of God, p. 314:2. 

“Men and women may shun the reproaeh 
they are ealled upon to bear for Christ’s sake, 
they may do the works of the ehildren of trans¬ 
gressors, but as surely as they do this, they will 
reeeive the reward of the evildoer.

The 
will, refined and sanetified, will find its highest 
delight in doing His servlee. When we know God 
as it is our privilege to know Him, our life will be 
a life of eontinual obedienee. Through an ap- 
preeiation of the eharaeter of Christ, through 
eommunion with God, sin will beeome hateful 
to us. 

“As Christ lived the law in humanity, so we 
may do if we take hold of the Strong for strength. 
But we are not to plaee the responsibility of our 
duty upon others, and wait for them to tell us 
what to do. We eannot depend for eounsel upon 
humanity. The Lord will teaeh us our duty just 
as willingly as He will teaeh somebody else. If we 
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come to Him in faith, He will speak His myster¬ 
ies to us personally. Our hearts will often burn 
within us as One draws nigh to commune with 
us as He did with Enoch. Those who decide to 
do nothing in any line that will displease God, 
will know, after presenting their case before Him, 
Just what course to pursue. And they will receive 
not only wisdom, but strength. Power for obedi¬ 
ence, for service, will be imparted to them, as 
Christ has promised.” —Desire of Ages, p. 668:1- 
4. 

“God has always given men warning of com¬ 
ing judgments. Those who had faith in His mes¬ 
sage for their time, and who acted out their faith, 
in obedience to His commandments, escaped the 
judgments that fell upon the disobedient and 
unbelieving . . Because we know not the exact 
time of His coming, we are commanded to watch. 
‘Blessed are those servants, whom the Lord when

Qiapter 9 

The Purity of Enoch 


“Enoch’s life and character, which were so 
holy that he was translated to heaven without 
seeing death, represent what the lives and char¬ 
acters of all must be, if, like Enoch, they are to 
be translated when Christ shall come. His life 
was what the life of every individual may be if he 
closely connects with God. We should remem¬ 
ber that Enoch was surrounded with influences 
so depraved that God brought the flood of wa¬ 
ters on the world to destroy its inhabitants for 
their corruption.” —Our High Calling, p. 278:2. 

“Some few in every generation from Adam 
resisted his artifice and stood forth as noble rep¬ 
resentatives of what it was in the power of man 
to do and to be—Christ working with human 
efforts, helping man in overcoming the power of 
Satan. Enoch and Elijah are the correct repre¬ 
sentatives of what the race might become through 
faith in Jesus Christ if they chose to be. Satan 
was greatly disturbed because these noble, holy 
men stood untainted amid the moral pollution 


surrounding them, perfected righteous charac¬ 
ters, and were accounted worthy for translation 
to heaven. As they stood forth in moral power in 
noble uprightness, overcoming Satan’s tempta¬ 
tions, he could not bring them under the do¬ 
minion of death. He triumphed that he had 
power to overcome Moses with his temptations, 
and that he could mar his illustrious character 
and lead him to the sin of taking glory to himself 
before the people which belonged to God.”

Chapter 10 

The Growth of Enoch 


“Man is not what he might be and what it is 
God’s will that he should be. The strong power 
of Satan upon the human raee keeps them upon 
a low level; but this need not be so, else Enoeh 
eould not have beeome so elevated and ennobled 
as to walk with God. Man need not eease to grow 
intelleetually and spiritually during his lifetime. 
But the minds of many are so oeeupied with 
themselves and their own selfish interests as to 
leave no room for higher and nobler thoughts. 
And the standard of intelleetual as well as spiri¬ 
tual attainments is far too low. With many the 
more responsible the position they oeeupy the 
better pleased are they with themselves; and they 
eherish the idea that the position gives eharae- 
ter to the man. Few realize that they have a eon- 
stant work before them to develop forbearanee, 
sympathy, eharity, eonseiousness, and fidelity— 
traits of eharaeter indispensable to those who 
oeeupy positions of responsibility.”—4 Testimo¬

No matter how bold and earnest 
one may be in his elaims of spiritual soundness, 
and perfeetion of eharaeter, if he laeks Christian 


graee and humility, the dregs of the disease of 
sin is in his nature, and unless it is purged from 
him, he eannot enter the kingdom of heaven. The 
truly holy, who walk with God like Enoeh of old, 
will not be boastful of their purity, but be eour- 
teous, humble, unselfish, free from spiritual 
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pride and exaltation. Those who know most of 
God, and keep their eye fixed on the Author and 
Finisher of their faith will see nothing good or 
great in themselves. They will feel, after doing all 
in their power to be faithful, that they are yet 
unprofitable servants.”— Life Sketches of James 
and Ellen White, (1888 edition), p. 211:3. 

“It is true greatness, it is nobility of soul and 
meekness and lowliness of heart, whieh will 
bring us into sueh a position before God that we 
ean reeeive the finishing toueh of immortality, 
and be translated as was Enoeh.”

“Christ says: ‘Come unto Me, all ye that la¬ 
bor and are heavy laden, and 1 will give you rest.

He will not be ostentatious, and 
seek to impress upon others in a lower position 
that he is vastly their superior. Graee works qui¬ 
etly and steadily, and edueates the believing soul 
in sueh a way that he eonforms to prineiples 
upon whieh a well direeted edueation is founded. 
It is the Spirit of God that works to mold and 
fashion the human agent through aets oft re¬ 


peated, to the model of Christ’s eharaeter. Faith¬ 
ful in little things, the Christian pays striet at¬ 
tention to the smallest matters, and thus forms 
a eharaeter that will lead him to be faithful in 
great matters. He possesses the faith that works 
by love and purifies the soul. God has made us 
His own by ereation and redemption, and if we 
are willing to oeeupy a lowly position in this life, 
are eontent to be little and unknown, we shall 
have full reeognition in the future fife. Our Re¬ 
deemer will say, ‘Child, eome up higher.’ God has 
eaused the sun to bless with its light not only 
the mountain heights, but the lowly valleys and 
plains, and He will eause the beams of the Sun 
of Righteousness to fill the souls of those who 
are humble and eontrite, whose spirit is meek 
and lowly. The love and graee of Christ will fill 
the soul of him who humbly walks with God as 
did Enoeh. It is in proportion as the heart is sane- 
tified by graee, and filled with aetive love for God 
and for our fellowmen, that we do nothing for 
show or by eompulsion. Those who love God do 
that whieh is pleasant for them to do, and that 
is to reveal God in eharaeter, and submit the 
whole heart to the sanetlfieation of the truth.”—

Chapter 13 

The Walk of Enoch

We gain aetivity and strength by walking in the 
light, that we may have energy to run in the way 
of God’s eommandments. We may gain an in- 
erease of strength at every step we advanee heav¬ 
enward. God will bless His people only when they 
try to be a blessing to others. Our graees are 
matured and developed by exereise.”— 3 Testi¬

“Enoeh, we read, walked with God three 
hundred years. That was a long time to be in 
eommunion with Him . . He eommuned with 
God. When we do this, our faees will be lighted 
up by the brightness of His presenee, and when 
we meet another, we shall speak of His power, 
saying.

“You rely upon your good intentions and 
resolutions, and the prineipal sum of life is eom- 
posed of resolutions made and resolutions bro- 
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ken. What you all need is to die to self, elinging 
to self, and surrender to God . . Look away from 
yourselves to Jesus. He is all and in all. The 
merits of the blood of a erueified and risen Sav¬ 
ior will avail to eleanse from the least and great¬ 
est sin. In trusting faith eommit the keeping of 
your souls to God as unto a faithful Creator. Be 
not in eontinual fear and apprehension that God 
will leave you. He never will unless you depart 
from Him. Christ will eome in and dwell with 
you if you will open the door of your hearts to 
Him. There may be perfeet harmony between you 
and the Father and His Son if you will die to self 
and live unto God. 

“How few are aware that they have darling 
idols, that they have eherished sins! God sees 
these sins to whieh you may be blinded, and He 
works with His pruning knife to strike deep and 
separate these eherished sins from you . . How 
hard it is for you to submit to the erueiflxion of 
self; but when the work is all submitted to God, 
to Him who knows our weakness and our sin¬ 
fulness, He takes the very best way to bring about 
the desired results. It was through eonstant eon- 
taet with eonfliet and simple faith that Enoeh 
walked with God. You may all do the same. You 
may be thoroughly eonverted and transformed, 
and be indeed ehildren of God, enjoying not only 
the knowledge of His will, but by your example, 
leading others in the same path of humble obe- 
dienee and eonseeration.” —3 Testimonies, pp. 
542:3-543:1. 

“We bear about in our body the dying of the 
Lord Jesus, whieh is life and salvation and 
rightousness to us. Wherever we go, there is the 
reeolleetion of one dear to us. We are abiding in 
Christ by a living faith. He is abiding in our hearts 
by individual appropriation of faith. We have the 
eompanionship of the divine presenee, and as 
we realize this presenee, our thoughts are 
brought into eaptivity to Jesus Christ. Our spiri¬ 
tual exereises are in aeeordanee with the vivid¬ 
ness of our sense of this eompanionship. Enoeh 
walked with God in this way: and Christ is dwell¬ 
ing in our hearts by faith when we will eonsider 
what He is to us, and what a work He has 
wrought out for us in the plan of redemption. 
We shall be most happy in eultivating a sense of 
this great gift of God to our world and to us per¬ 
sonally. 

“These thoughts have a eontrolling power 
upon the whole eharaeter. I want to impress 


upon your mind that you may have a divine eom- 
panion with you, if you will, always . . As the 
mind dwells upon Christ, the eharaeter is molded 
after the divine similitude. The thoughts are per¬ 
vaded with a sense of His goodness. His love. We 
eontemplate His eharaeter, and thus He is in all 
our thoughts. His love eneloses us . . We eannot 
see anything else, or talk of anything else . . By 
beholding, we are eonformed to the divine si¬ 
militude, even the likeness of Christ. To all with 
whom we assoeiate we refleet the bright and 
eheerful beams of His righteousness. We have 
beeome transformed in eharaeter, for heart, soul, 
mind, are irradiated by the refleetion of Him who 
loved us and gave Himself for us.”— Testimonies 
to Ministers, pp. 388:1-389:0. 

“In faith they [Daniel and his friends] prayed 
for wisdom, and they lived their prayers. They 
plaeed themselves where God eould bless them. 
They avoided that whieh would weaken their 
powers, and improved every opportunity to be¬ 
eome intelligent in all lines of learning. They fol¬ 
lowed the rules of life that eould not fall to give 
them strength of intelleet. They sought to aequire 
knowledge for one purpose—that they might 
honor God. They realized that in order to stand 
as representatives of true religion amid the false 
religions of heathenism they must have elear- 
ness of intelleet and must perfeet a Christian 
eharaeter. And God Himself was their teaeher. 
Constantly praying, eonseientiously studying, 
keeping in toueh with the Unseen, they walk with 
God as did Enoeh.

Enoeh walked 
with God, and ‘had the testimony that his ways 
pleased God.’

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and thou in me,’ says Jesus. To walk with God 
and have the witness that their ways please Him 
is an experienee not to be eonfined to Enoeh, to 
Elijah, to patriarehs, to prophets, to apostles, 
and to martyrs. It is not only the privilege but 
the duty of every follower of Christ to have Jesus 
enshrined in the heart, to earry Him with them 
in their lives; and they will indeed be fruit-bear¬ 
ing trees.”—Manuseript 43, August 2, 1900, ‘The 
Prophet Enoeh.’ ” —The Upward Look, p. 228:4. 

“How little is said of Enoeh; how brief is his 
biography! Many volumes are written of Napo¬ 
leon; mueh is said of Caesar and other great men 
on the world. Their exploits are reeorded and 
sent through the length and breadth of the land; 
yet we have no evidenee that these men hon¬ 
ored God or that God honored them. Of Enoeh 
it is reeorded, ‘Enoeh walked with God: and he 
was not: for God took him.’ ” —Review and Her¬ 
ald, April 15, 1909, para. 3. 

“We may have a knowledge of the truth, but 
this is not enough. We must bring its living prin- 
eiples into our lives, and it must sanetify our 
eharaeters and flow out to others. If we ourselves 
are eonseious that our lives are not right, how 
ean we help those who are around us? How ean 
we have faith to eome to God for help? The be¬ 
lief in Jesus is to be of that divine eharaeter that 
will bring Jesus into our life and aetions, and 
will flow out in righteous aetions to others. When 
we do this we will have an influenee for good on 
all around us. The God of heaven understands 
all about the diffieulties that we have to meet in 
this world, whieh are no more favorable for the 
perfeetion of Christian eharaeter than when 
Enoeh was in the world. And yet Enoeh walked 
with God, and eommuned with God, and God 
eommuned with him. He kept God’s eommand- 
ments. He kept in mind that the God of heaven 
was by his side, and he must do nothing to grieve 
his Lord. The Lord honored Enoeh, and trans¬ 
lated him to heaven without seeing death.”— Re¬ 
view and Herald, May 3, 1887, para. 10. 

“ ‘Blessed are the pure in heart: for they shall 
see God’ (Matt 5:8). How would they see God?—

Chapter 14

The Lord God is a Host; and 
all who are in His serviee will realize the mean¬ 
ing of His words to Zerubbabel, ‘Not by my might, 
nor by power, but by My Spirit, saith the Lord of

Faith, 
like the rootlets of the palm tree, penetrates be¬ 
neath the things whieh are seen, drawing spiri¬ 
tual nourishment from the Fountain of life

So 
filled had the earth become with impurity that 
the Lord washed it by a flood. He turned the 
world upside down, as it were, to empty it of its 
corruption.”

The Message of Enoch 


“Enoch was a man of strong and highly cul¬ 
tivated mind and extensive knowledge; he was 
honored with special revelations from God; yet 
being in constant communion with Heaven, with 
a sense of the divine greatness and perfection 
ever before him, he was one of the humblest of 
men. The closer the connection with God, the 
deeper was the sense of his own weakness and 
perfection.” —Patriarchs and Prophets, 85:3. 

“Enoch was the first prophet among man¬ 
kind. He foretold by prophecy the second com¬ 
ing of Christ to our world, and his work at that 
time. His life was a specimen of Christian con¬ 
sistency. Holy lips alone should speak forth the 
words of God in denunciation and judgments. 
His prophecy is not found in the writings of the 
Old Testament. We may never find any books 
which relate to the works of Enoch, but Jude, a 
prophet of God, mentions the work of Enoch.”— 
Manuscript 43, 1900. 

“Through holy angels God revealed to Enoch 
His purpose to destroy the world by a flood, and 
He also opened more fully to him the plan of 
redemption. By the spirit of prophecy He car¬ 
ried him down through the generations that 
should live after the Flood, and showed him the 
great events connected with the second coming 
of Christ and the end of the world.” —Patriarchs 
and Prophets, 85:5. 

“Enoch faithfully rehearsed to the people all 
that God had revealed to him by the Spirit of 
Prophecy.

The Trials of Enoch

The servants of God are to bear a similar mes¬ 
sage to the world in the last days, and it will also 
be reeeived with unbelief and moekery. The an¬ 
tediluvian world rejeeted the warning words of 
him who walked with God. So will the last gen¬ 
eration make light of the warnings of the Lord’s 
messengers.”— Patriarchs and Prophets, p.

for the day shall declare it, because it shall be 
revealed by fire; and the fire shall try every man’s 
work of what sort it is. If any man’s work abide 
which he hath built thereupon, he shall receive 
a reward.’ Why, then, do not men exercise them¬ 
selves unto godliness? Why do they bear thorn 
berries? It is because they are not grafted into 
the tame olive tree. They are not converted. Their 
works testily of them that they do not abide in 
Christ. They do not, as is represented by Christ, 
eat His flesh and drink His blood. If they did, 
they would through faith have a vital connec¬ 
tion with Christ, and work the works of God. 
The character is transformed, not by a slight 
change in some customs and practices, but by a 
work divine; for the Lord says, ‘A new heart will 
1 give thee.’ This is a death to self and sin, and a 
new life altogether. ‘1 live,’ said Paul; ‘yet not 1, 
but Christ liveth in me.’ Has the dry branch been 
grafted into the living vine stock? Then has the 
graft taken connection with the vine fiber by fi¬ 
ber? Is it one with the parent stock? If it is, then 
will it bear the fruit of the vine. If we are one with 
Christ, we shall be Christlike. This is the great 
power of God. And yet we are commanded: ‘Work 
out your own salvation with fear and trembling. 
For it is God which worketh in you both to will 
and to do of His good pleasure.’ The great privi¬ 
leges of the Christian have been opened before 
us. He who daily depends upon Christ will work 
out Christ in spirit, in words, in actions. He may 
be compelled to rebuke sin, to reprove, to ex¬ 
hort, to rebuke with all long-suffering and doc¬ 
trine. On special occasions his spirit may be 
stirred within him to expose sin and wickedness; 
but in it all he has the Spirit of Christ. It is a 
work that must be done. We may live a life of 
close connection with Jesus, of oneness with 
Christ. The mind should be kept in a prayerful 
frame, looking to Jesus moment by moment.

The Translation of Enoch 


“In the midst of a life of aetive labor, Enoeh 
steadfastly maintained his eommunion with 
God. The greater and more pressing his labors, 
the more eonstant and earnest were his prayers. 
He eontinued to exelude himself, at eertain peri¬ 
ods, from all soeiety. After remaining for a time 
among the people, laboring to benefit them by 
ins true tion and example, he would withdraw, to 
spend a season in solitude, hungering and 
thirsting for that divine knowledge whieh God 
alone ean impart. Communing thus with God, 
Enoeh eame more and more to refleet the divine 
image. His faee was radiant with a holy light, 
even the light that shineth in the faee of Jesus. 
As he eame forth from these divine eommunings, 
even the ungodly beheld with awe the impress 
of heaven upon his eountenanee.”— Patriarchs 
and Prophets, pp. 86:4-87:0. 

“Enoeh eontinued to grow more heavenly 
while eommuning with God. His faee was radi¬ 
ant with a holy light whieh would remain upon 
his eountenanee while instrueting those who 
would hear his words of wisdom. His heavenly 
and dignified appearanee struek the people with 
awe. The Lord loved Enoeh beeause he stead¬ 
fastly followed Him and abhorred iniquity and 
earnestly sought heavenly knowledge, that he 
might do his will perfeetly. He yearned to unite 
himself more elosely to God, whom he feared, 
revereneed, and adored. 

“God would not permit Enoeh to die as other 
men, but sent His angels to take him to heaven 
without seeing death. In the presenee of the righ¬ 
teous and the wieked, Enoeh was removed from 
them. Those who loved him thought that God 
might have left him in some of his plaees of re¬ 
tirement, but after seeking him diligently, and 
being unable to find him, reported that he was 
not, for God took him.” —Story of Redemption, 
p. 59:2. 


“Blessed are the pure in heart, for they shall 
see God.’ (Matthew 5:8). For three himdred years 
Enoeh had been seeking purity of soul, that he 
might be in harmony with Heaven. For three een- 
turies he had walked with God. Day by day he 
had longed for a eloser union, nearer and nearer 
had grown the eommunion, until God took him 
to Himself. He had stood at the threshold of the 
eternal world, only a step between him and the 
land of the blest,—and now the portals opened, 
the walk with God, so long pursued on earth 
eontinued, and he passed through the gates of 
the Holy City—the first from among men to en¬ 
ter there. 

“His loss was felt on earth. The voiee that 
had been heard day after day in warning and 
instruetion was missed. There were some, both 
of the righteous and the wieked, who had wit¬ 
nessed his departure. And hoping that he might 
have been eonveyed to some one of his plaees of 
retirement, those who loved him made diligent 
seareh, as afterward the sons of the prophets 
searehed for Elijah, but without avail. They re¬ 
ported that he was not, for God had taken 
him.”

“The Lord here teaehes a lesson of impor- 
tanee by the translation of Enoeh, a deseendant 
of fallen Adam, that all would be rewarded, who 
by faith would rely upon the promised Saerifiee 
and faithfully obey His eommandments. Two 
elasses are here again represented whieh were 
to exist until the seeond eoming of Christ—the 
righteous and the wieked, the rebellious and the 
loyal. God will remember the righteous, who fear 
Him. On aeeount of His dear Son He will respeet 
and honor them and give them everlasting life. 
But the wieked, who trample upon His author¬ 
ity, He will eut off and destroy from the earth, 
and they will be as though they had not been.”—

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“By the translation of Enoch the Lord de¬ 
signed to teach an important lesson. There was 
danger that men would yield to discouragement, 
because of the fearful results of Adam’s sin. Many 
were ready to exclaim, ‘What profit is it that we 
have feared the Lord and have kept His ordi¬ 
nances, since a heavy curse is resting upon the 
race, and death is the portion of us all?’ But the 
instructions which God gave to Adam, and 
which were repeated by Seth, and exemplified 
by Enoch, swept away the gloom and darkness, 
and gave hope to man, that as through Adam 
came death, so through the promised Redeemer 
would come life and immortality. Satan was urg¬ 
ing upon men the belief that there was no re¬ 
ward for the righteous or punishment for the 
wicked, and that it was impossible for men to 
obey the divine statutes. 

“But in the case of Enoch, God declares ‘that 
He is, and that He is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek Him.’ Hebrews 11:6. He shows 
what He will do for those who keep His com¬ 
mandments. Men were taught that it is possible 
to obey the Law of God,—that even while living 
in the midst of the sinful and corrupt, they were 
able, by the grace of God, to resist temptation, 
and become pure and holy. They saw in his ex¬ 
ample the blessedness of such a life, and his 
translation was an evidence of the truth of His 
prophecy concerning the hereafter, with its award 
of Joy and glory and immortal life to the obedi¬ 
ent, and of condemnation, woe, and death to 
the transgressor.” —Patriarchs and Prophets, p. 
88 : 2 . 

“In the case of Enoch the desponding faith¬ 
ful were taught that, although living among a cor¬ 
rupt and sinful people, who were in open and 
daring rebellion against God, their Creator, yet if 
they would obey Him and have faith in the prom¬ 
ised Redeemer, they could work righteousness 
like the faithful Enoch, be accepted of God, and 
finally exalted to His heavenly throne.”— Story 
of Redemption, p. 60:2. 

“By faith Enoch ‘was translated that he 
should not see death; . . for before his transla¬ 
tion he had this testimony, that he pleased God.’ 
Hebrews 11:5. In the midst of a world by its in¬ 
iquity doomed to destruction, Enoch lived a life 
of such close communion with God that he was 
not permitted to fall under the power of death. 
The godly character of this prophet presents the 
state of holiness which must be attained by those

tion 14:3) at the time of Christ’s second advent. 
Then, as in the world before the Flood, iniquity 
will prevail. Following the promptings of their 
corrupt hearts and the teachings of a deceptive 
philosophy, men will rebel against the authority 
of Heaven. But like Enoch, God’s people will seek 
for purity of heart and conformity to His will, 
imtil they shall reflect the likeness of Christ. Like 
Enoch, they will warn the world of the Lord’s 
second coming and of the Judgments to be vis¬ 
ited upon transgression, and by their holy con¬ 
versation and example they will condemn the 
sins of the ungodly. As Enoch was translated to 
heaven before the destruction of the world by 
water, so the living righteous will be translated 
from the earth before the destruction by fire.”— 
Patriarchs and Prophets, pp. 88:3-89:0. 

“Enoch, separating himself from the world, 
and spending much of his time in prayer and in 
communion with God, represents God’s loyal 
people in the last days, who will be separate from 
the world.

“We are living in an evil age. The perils of the 
last days thieken around us. Beeause iniquity 
abounds, the love of many waxes eold. Enoeh 
walked with God three hundred years. Now the 
shortness of time seems to be urged as a motive 
to seek righteousness. Should it be neeessary 
that the terrors of the day of God be held before 
us in order to eompel us to right aetion? Enoeh’s 
ease is before us. Hundreds of years he walked 
with God. He lived in a eorrupt age, when moral 
pollution was teeming all around him; yet he 
trained his mind to run in this ehannel, and he 
bore the impress of the divine. His eountenanee 
was lighted up with the light whieh shineth in 
the faee of Jesus. Enoeh had temptations as well 
as we. He was surrounded with soeiety no more 
friendly to righteousness than is that whieh sur¬ 
rounds us. The atmosphere he breathed was 
tainted with sin and eorruption, the same as 
ours; yet he lived a lived a life of holiness. He 
was unsullied with the prevailing sins of the age 
in whieh he lived. So may we remain pure and 
uneorrupted. He was a representative of the 
saints who live amid the perils and eorruptions 
of the last days. For his faithful obedienee to God 
he was translated. So, also, the faithful, who are 
alive and remain, will be translated. They will

He looked 
forward to the coming of Christ, and prophesied 
of the appearing of our Lord that is now so near 
at hand. If we believe that Christ is soon com¬ 
ing, we shall talk of our hope. Jesus said, ‘Let 
not your heart be troubled: ye believe in God, 
believe also in Me. In My Father’s house are 
many mansions: if it were not so, 1 would have 
told you. 1 go to prepare a place for you. And if 1 
go and prepare a place for you, 1 will come again, 
and receive you unto myself; that where 1 am, 
there ye may be also.’ Christ has warned us to 
watch and pray that we may be ready for His 
coming; and shall we not watch and be patient? 
Shall we be deceived by the powers of darkness? 
May God help us that our lamps may be found 
trimmed and burning!” —Review and Herald,

“The church today needs men who, like 
Enoch, walk with God, revealing Christ to the 
World. Church members need to reach a higher 
standard. Heavenly messengers are waiting to 
communicate with those who have sunk self out 
of sight, whose lives are a fulfilling of the words, 
‘1 live; yet not 1, but Christ liveth in me: and the 
life which 1 now live in the flesh 1 live by the faith 
of the Son of God, who loved me, and gave him¬ 
self for me.’

The church needs men of devo¬ 
tion to bear to the world the message of salva¬ 
tion, pointing sinners to the Lamb of God,—men 
who, but their works of righteousness and their 
pure, true words, can lift their fellow men out of 
the pit of degradation.”

They should feel that this is an indi¬ 
vidual walk. If each would realize this, and would 
act accordingly, the church would be as mighty 
as an army with banners. The heavenly Dove 
would hover over us, and the light of the glory of 
God would no more be shut away from us than 
it was from the devoted Enoch.”

It should not only be read, 
but carefully studied; for it furnishes the only 
safe standard and guide in the formation of moral 
character, and the only sure road to intellectual 
culture.

We are not to consider that the smartness of men 
will bring success. One may have all the learn¬ 
ing possible for a human being to comprehend, 
and yet he may be alone, and without Christ he 
can do nothing. Do you walk humbly before 
Him? Have you a cherishing of inward sins, heart 
burnings against any? Are you seeking God with 
all your heart? Now, we can bear to be separated 
from everything else but the Spirit of God. We 
want the inspiration of the cross, making us to 
fall helpless, and the Lord will lift us up. Christ 
prayed not that His followers should be taken 
out of the world, but that they might be kept 
from the evil that is in the world. We can go 
through the world as did Enoch. The world was 
then no more favorable for the formation of 
Christian character than it is in our time.”— Ser¬ 
mons and Talks, Vol. Two, p. 96:6.
